Dr. Stephen Leacock's must recent 
book, the -Arcadian Adventures of the 
Idle Rich." lia» several Interesting and 
amusing touches on University life. 

Thus: 

The university, as everyone knows, 
stands with Its great gates on Plutorla 
avenue, and with Its largest buildings, 
those of the faculties of industrial ami 
mechanical science, fronting full uihjii 
the street. 

These, buildings are exc ptlonally fine, 
standing fifteen stories high and com- 
paring favorably with the best de- 
partmental stores or factories In the 
city. Indeed, after nightfall, when 
they are all lighted up for the evening 
technical classes and when their test- 
ing machinery is In full swing and 
there are students going In and out 
in overall suits, people have often mis- 
taken the university, or this newer part 
of it, lor a fnotory.

of Plumbers: Plutoria University Con- 
gralulated on Character of Students." 
and it was a proud day indeed for the 
heads of the Industrial Science Faculty. 

Hut the older part of the university 
stands so quietly and modestly at the 
top end of the elm avenue, so hidden 
by the leaves of It, that no one could 
mistake It for a factory. This Indeed 
was once the whole university, and ha. I 
stood there since colonial days' under 
the name Concordia College. It had 
been filled with generations of presi- 
dents and professors of the older tvpo 
with long white beards and rusty black 
clothes, and salaries of fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

But the change both of name and 
of character from Concordia College to 
Plutorla University was the work of 
President Boomer. He hod chnnged It 
from an old fashioned college of the 
by-gone tytK\ to a university In the 
truo modern sense. At Plutorla they 
now taught everything. Concordia 
College, for example, had no teaching 
of religion except lectures on the Bible.

i Boomer told all the business men In 
j town, not merely a university, but a 
! unlversitas in the true sense, and 
; every one of its faculties was now a 
i "facilitas' In the real acceptance of the 
[ Word, and its studies properly ami truly 
j "studla" indeed. It ihe business men 
I would only build a few more dormi- 
tories and put up tnuugh money to form 
an adéquate "fondatum" or "funduin," 
j then the good work might be looked 
j upfn as complete. 

1 As the three wit I kid Up the elm 
avenue there met them a little stream 
of students with college books, and 
female students with winged-victory 
hats, and professors with last year's 
overcoats. And some went past with 
a smile and others with a shiver. 

"That's Professor Withers." said the 
president, In a sympathetic voice as 
one of the shivering figures went past, 
"poor Withers," ami be sighed. 

"What's wrung with him'.'" said the 
Wizard, "is he sick 7" 

"Xo, not sick," suhl tho presidi it, 
quietly and sadly, "merely inefficient."

"Unfortunately so. Mind you,' I 
don't mean 'inefficient" In every sense.

NEW I. U. D. L. 
CONSTITUTION 



At a meeting of the Inter-University 
Debating League, held at McGill two 
weeks ago, the constitution was thor- 
oughly revised by the four represen- 
tatives of the colleges. We print u 
copy herewith: 

CONSTITUTION OF THE INTKIl- 
UNIVERSITY DEBATING 
LEAGUE. 

Art. 1. The league shall be known as 
the Inter-University Debating League. 

Art. :. It shall consist of Toronto 
University, McGill University, Queen's 
University, University of Ottawa. 

Art. 3. The objects of the league shall 
bo to secure the permanence of debat- 
ing contests between these universities, 
to increase the Intercourse betwren the 
students of Canada, and tu foster the 
art of public speaking. 

Art. 4. Ita officers shall consist of an 
!!• n. President, three lion. Vice-Presi- 
dents, a President, two Vice-Presidents 
and a Secrotiiry-Treasurer. 

Art B, The executive shall consist of 
tho Presidi nt, Vice-Presidents and 
Sicretary-Trea.<urer. who shall be mem- 
bers of the societies defined in article !>. 

Art. «. The executive officers and the 
honorary officers' shall be appointed 
during the spring term, by the societies 
of the different universities as named 
In article 9, which societies shall op- 
point the various officers In the fol- 
lowing rotation, beginning with Ihoso 
appointed for the session of I914-ir>. 
McGill, President; Queen's, 1st Vice- 
President; Toronto, 2nd Vice-Presi- 
dent; Ottawa, Secretary -Treasurer; 
each society passing to the next high- 
est office, except the society which 
apitolnts the President, It appointing 
the Secretary-Treasurer. 

Art. 7. At the annual meeting to be 
held in October at the place of resi- 
dence of the Incoming President, and 
to be convened by him, the executive 
shall draw up the schedule for the cur- 
rent academic year and shall arrange 
all necessary details of the debates, 
which details are not otherwise pro- 
vided for In this constitution. 

Art. 8. The series shall consist of two 
preliminary debates to take place on 
or before December 5th, (b> A final 
debate to take place on or before Janu- 
ary 25th, unhas otherwise agreed upon 
hy the contesting societies. 

Art. 9. fontesUnls must be bona fide 
students of the several universities and 
must be In good standing of fa) Uni- 
versity of Toronto, fb) The Under- 
Oraduates' Literary and Debating So- 
ciety of McGill. (cl The Alma Mater 
Society of Queen's University, (c) The 
University of Ottawa Debating Society. 

Art. 10. At least twenty. five days be. 
fore the date set for uny preliminary 
debate the home debaters shall select 
three subjects to be varied and en- 
tirely distinct, and shall have presented 
them to the visiting debaters. At 
least twenty-two days before such de- 
bate, the visiting team shall have 
selected one of theso subjects, and also 
the side which they will defend, and 
shall have notified the home debaters. 
In case of a final debate, the home de- 
haters shall select three subjects to he 
varied find entirely distinct, and shall 
have presented them to the visiting de- 
haters on or before December tSttt. 
The visiting team shall have selected 
one of these subjects nnd also the side 
which they will defend, and shall have 
notified tlie home debaters on or be- 
fore December IKth. 

Art. 11. Debates shall he decided by 
three Judges. 

Ari. At Inast two weeks prior to 
n debate, the hon. officer of the I.U.D. 
L. from the socletv to which the home 
team belongs, shall have selected three 
judges, one of whom, preferably all. 
must he a member of the bench, these 
three J"dg»s shall constitute the judges 
"T ilr debate. 

Art. 13. In deciding a debate the 
Judge shall award to each team a de- 
finite number of poj 
(maximum «0) and fo

Art. 18. This cops'ltutlon can be 
amended by a majority vote of the I. 
IT.D.L. executive at the annual meet- 
ing of the leacu' , provided thnt a copy 
of any amendment so Voted on has 
been submitted In wrltltl • at least one 
week before the date or the annual 
meeting, to the. societies composing the 
l.U.D.L.
